MANY? 

WORLD POPULATION CLOCKING 
IN AT 7 BILLION THIS WEEK 

The global population is expected to reach 7 billion people Monday— just 12 years af- 
ter hitting 6 billion— and the milestone has many pondering the complex challenges 
associated with billions more people on Earth in the coming years. 

Some are also pondering something else: Just how big is 7 billion really? 

It’s a number that’s easy to underestimate. 

On the surface, it doesn’t look much different than 6 billion, either in written form 
or numeric form. There are nine zeros in 6,000,000,000, just like there are nine zeros 
in 7,000,000,000. But if you counted every number in between them, it would take 
more than 30 years. %s, three decades. 

And when was the last time you used 7 billion in everyday life? Have you ever eaten 
7 billion of something? Have you ever owned 7 billion of anything? Early this year, 
there were only 140 people in the world who were worth $7 billion, according to 
Forbes magazine. 

“The number is just outside of our usual everyday scale of thinking,” said Klaus Vol- 
pert, an associate professor of mathematics at Villanova University count to 10 
on our fingers and that’s our scale, you know? Even counting to a million is already 
kind of outside of the everyday experience. And then once you go past a million, it 
becomes a blur.” cnn 


WORLD POPULATION GROWTH 

In 1950 the world’s population had a much different face. Europe boasted eight of the 
world’s 25 largest countries, a figure that would be cut in half In 60 years. During the 
same 60 years, Africa would become the world’s second most populous region, more 
than tripling its head count. In the Western Hemisphere, Latin America surpassed its

CHICAGO BLEEDS 
BLUE, BUT THE CITY’S 
CONSERVATIVE SET 
IS RED HOT THIS FALL

Meredyth Richards says it's tough in Chicago 

for a conservative. 

'ITie 24-year-old Lincoln Park resident is 
politically active, passionately devoted to Re- 
publican causes and li\'ing in a city where the 
numbers are stacked against her. 

Richards, the president of the Chicago 
'Vbung Republicans, said she's even consid- 
ered moving. 

Why does she stay? 

“Aside from being a masochist, I don't re- 
ally know," Richards said, perhaps only half- 
jokingly, while adding that “the city is wonder- 
ful and it has its perks." 

It's long been a challenging road for those 
here who bleed red in a blue city. Chicagoans 
don't register to vote as Democrats or Repub- 
licans, so there are no hard numbers to com- 
pare, but the vote totals speak for themselves. 

Chicago invented “The Democratic Ma- 
chine" system of politics. A full 76 percent of 
Cook County voted for President Obama in 
the last election. The number of Republican 
aldermen in City Council: zero. The most re- 
cent Republican mayor was William “Big Bill" 
Thompson— in 1931. 

As the 2012 election season begins to heat 
up, GOP presidential debates continue to 
make headlines, and Obama’s job perfor- 
mance remains a hot topic for both Repub- 
licans and Democrats, party affiliations have 
become a natural subject of conversation. 

There recently has been an uptick in GOP 
visibility in Chicago, too. The Chicago Tea 
Party just wrapped up TeaCon, a convention 
featuring conservative newsmaker Andrew 
Breitbart, ex- Godfather’s Pizza CEO Her- 
man Cain and radio host Glenn Beck. Con- 
servative fave Fox News recently came to 


town as part of its 15th anniversary tour. 

For the young Chicago conservatives who 
spoke with RedEye, the label comes with 
many misconceptions— not everyone agrees 
with or identifies with someone like GOP 
presidential candidate Michele Bachmann, 
for instance. Many say they are frustrated by 
political conversations with friends, family 
members and significant others. 

“[Non-conservatives] always think that con- 
servatives are stupid, of course, [and] racist," 
said Amanda Kardos, a 33-year-old West Hum- 
bolt Park resident and member of the Tea Par- 
ty “That we’re all white men and we’re all rich." 

Kardos, who is white, is an R&B singer, a 
union member and calls herself “pro-choice." 
Her boyfriend is not a conservative, she said, 
and the couple has gotten to the point where 
they just avoid talking politics entirely It can 
be tough, Kardos said, and she sometimes 


feels “isolated, lonely You almost feel like you 
will be attacked for verbalizing your beliefs." 

Brian Matos, 25, of Edgewater, said people 
often assume he’s against abortion rights or 
gay marriage because he’s a conservative. 

In reality “social issues are really not some- 
thing I concern myself with," said Matos, a 
member of the Chicago Y)ung Republicans 
who’s also run for local office. He believes 
the federal government should stay out of 
people’s business; he prefers to focus on local 
politics, which affect his life more. 

Talking to fiiends can be especially chal- 
lenging, said Justin Petramale, 22, of Wo- 
odridge. Petramale said after he came out of 
the closet, many of his gay friends began to 
take issue with his conservative affiliation. 

“It’s so one-sided a lot of times. I’d rather 
not even have the conversation," he said. 

Petramale considers himself moderate on 


social issues and conservative on fiscal issues. 
But, he said, that distinction often doesn’t 
matter. 

Republicans can get drowned out by the 
intensity of the debate. “It's just there arc so 
many people that feel differently,” Petramale 
said. “Y>u kind of get muted, where you don't 
feel like your ideas matter.” 

Richards admits she has sheltered herself 
from the Democratic onslaught. She works 
for a Republican congressman, Rep. Bob Dold 
(R-iOth), and proudly says “all my friends are 
Republicans.” 

Kelsey Bjelland, 24, a Ix>op resident wbo 
works in management consulting, said she is 
careful not to talk about politics at work: “I 
k now that Pm very much out numbered.” After 
growing up in Montana, surrounded by like- 
minded conservatives, Bjelland was surprised 
to hear her co-workers openly talk politics and 
make jokes, assuming she was a Democrat. 

Kardos, on the other hand, said she's not 
shy about expressing herself. She and other 
Chicago-area conservatives said their opin- 
ions should be just as valuable as those of a 
liberal person. 

^There are times when I definitely verbal- 
ize what I feel and not many people agree 
with me or seemingly like me after the con- 
versation,” she said. “I do get into arguments.” 

With the presidential election on the ho- 
rizon, these debates will only become more 
common. And Chicago conservatives say 
their biggest hope is that their minority status 
will soon change. 

“Em super excited about” the coming elec- 
tion, Richards said. “It is a great opportunity 
I personally think Illinois will be a battle- 
ground in the presidential race.”

More than 3 million households in the North- 
east lacked power Sunday as a rare October 
snowstorm bedeviled transportation and 
killed at least eight people. 

The record-breaking snow was heaviest in 
Jaffrey N.H., where 31.4 inches fell accord- 
ing to the National Weather Service. North- 
west of New "Vbrk City in West Milford^ N.J.^ 
19 inches of snow fell. 

^‘It’s too scary— the windows are rattling 
too loudj” a terrified Sophia Band, 6, said, her 
father recalled, during the crushing storm in 
Conway Mass., overnight. 

The snowy windy weather that began Sat- 
urday was expected to exit Maine later Sun- 
day but not before dumping up to a foot of 
snow on northern New England, particularly 
southern Vermont, the National Weather 
Service said. 

Howli ng winds and heavy wet snow snapped 
enormous trees, downing power lines from 
West Virginia to Maine. By Sunday evening, 
there were about 3 million households without 
electricity across the Mid- At I antic and New 
England, according to weattierxom. 

Connecticut Gov. Dannel Malloy said 
the state experienced the largest number of 
power outages in its history. Maine, Massa- 
chusetts and New Jersey all said they did not 
expect service to return to normal for several 
days, while in Connecticut it could be more 
than a week. 

Transit nightmares were reported on planes 
and trains throughout the region. 

Some 48 passengers on a Chicago- to- 
Boston Amtrak train were stranded for 
13 hours overnight when a rockslide blocked 
the tracks in central Massachusetts, Amtrak 
said. T'hey were bused to their destinations. 

JetBlue Airways was investigating reports 
that 126 passengers were stuck for more than 
seven hours Saturday on the tarmac at Bradley 
International Airport near Hartford, Conn., 
without food, water or working bathrooms.

EXERCISE MYTHS CAN CAUSE YOU HARM

If you still think sit-ups will reduce your belly 
flab, weVe got some depressing news: libuVe 
fallen for one of the all-time great exercise 
myths. 

Fitness misconceptions are rampant, in 
part due to misleading infomercials, but also 
because scientific results are mixed on some 
commonly held beliefs. Meanwhile, what 
works for one person doesn’t necessarily 
benefit another. 

Some fitness myths are harmless half-truths. 
Others, however, scare people away from 
working out or lead to injury The spot- 
reduction myth— which holds that you can, 
for example, flatten your stomach by doing 


crunches— wastes time, effort and can even 
add size to your middle. 

Ab exercises can strengthen muscles. But 
they don’t remove fat because from a meta- 
bolic standpoint, fat isn’t connected to the 
muscle it covers. That means working cer- 
tain muscles might make them bigger, but it 
doesn’t necessarily burn calories from the fat 
covering them. 

The problem with fitness science is that 
while we want simple answers, “humans are 
really complicated,” said Alex Hutchinson, 
the author of the book “Which Comes First, 
Cardio or Weights?” a comprehensive science- 
based look at fitness myths. Some things you 
think you know may be misguided: 



When you stop exercising, 
your muscie turns to fat. 


Running is bad for your 
knees. 



Rocks don’t turn into trees. 

TRUTHS Likewise, muscle won’t morph into 
fat because they’re different types 
of cells, said Brian Udermann, a 
professor in the department of exercise 
and sport science at the University of 
Wisconsin at La Crosse. Although you can 
lose muscle mass, one doesn’t replace the 
other. When you gain muscle mass, the 
muscle fibers or individual cells get bigger, 
Udermann said. If you stop lifting or have 
your leg in a cast, the muscle fibers don’t 
go away, they just shrink. The same thing 
happens when you gain fat; the existing 
cells get bigger. If you lose weight; the fat 
cells decrease in size. 


Try this: Incorporate two resistance train- 
ing sessions a week. This could include us- 
ing body weight, free weights, resistance 
bands, kettlebells or machines. 



What’s really hard on the knees is 
> TRUTHS extra body weight. Each additional 
pound of body mass puts four ad- 
ditional pounds of stress on the 
knee, according to the American College 
of Sports Medicine. Meanwhile, two recent 
studies have suggested that running pro- 
tects the knees, Hutchinson said. One of 
these studies looked at 45 runners and 53 
nonrunners over 18 years. The Stanford 
researchers found that the runners had 
lower rates of arthritis in the knee than the 
nonrunners. That said, if you experience 
pain while running, stop and talk to your 
doctor. 


Try this: Try running on a variety of sur- 
faces and incorporating balance training 
and knee-strengthening exercises includ- 
ing squats. Elliptical machines offer a no- 
impact alternative, but they train your legs 
to move in elliptical patterns, which isn’t 
very useful in real life.

There’s actually no such thing as toning, said Hutchinson. If you’re poking a muscle that 
feels soft even when it’s flexed, that means you’re poking fat, not “untoned” muscle.” 


Try this: To make your muscles stand out, you either have to lose fat or make your mus- 
cles bigger. Light weights won’t help you do either unless you do enough reps to reach or get 
close to failure (exhaustion).

Unfortunately, you 
can’t exercise away 
the effects of sitting for 
10 hours at your desk, 
Hutchinson said. Long stretches 
of sitting are associated with 
cardiovascular disease, inde- 
pendent of how much exercise 
you get. Researchers think be- 
ing motionless for long periods 
of time without a break causes 
changes in the enzyme levels in 
your muscles, allowing for more 
fat storage. 

Try it: Get up at least once 
every hour; pace around 
your desk or do five jumping 
jacks to remind your muscles 
that you’re not dead. Prompt

The latest thinking on stretching (and this changes 
on a regular basis) shows that old-fashioned static 
stretches-standing on one leg, grabbing your foot 
and pulling the heel to your butt-before a workout 
don’t necessarily help and can cause injuries. 

Try this: Before a workout, think warm-up rather than 
stretch, said personal trainer Tom Holland. Do a light cardio 
exercise to increase blood flow to the muscles and elevate 
your core temperature. Save the old-school static stretching 
for after the workout, when you’re warmed up. Spend 30 to 
60 seconds on each muscle after exercise, Holland said.

“In order to lengthen it, you’d have 
to detach it and re-attach it farther down the 
bone.” 


Try this: Make your muscles look longer by 
performing exercises like seated cable rows or 
bent-over dumbbell rows that pull your shoul- 
ders back and help dramatically improve your 
posture, Holland said.

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‘Ghost Hunters’ seek 
live Halloween chills 


Los Angeles Times 

For paranormal investigators Grant Wilson 
and Jason Hawes of the Syly reality TV series 
“Ghost Hunters,” working the graveyard 
shift is no big deal. Their annual live Hallow- 
een special, however, is. 

This year, the crew will explore the sprawl- 
ing grounds of Pennhurst State School and 
Hospital, a former asylum in Pennsylvania, 
live on the air from 6 p.m.-midnight Monday 
Viewers can follow the action on TV and 
on the website, which will offer extra video 
feeds, real-time maps and a “panic button.” 

Wilson and Hawes spoke about life as TV 
spook seekers and what might be in store at 
Pennhurst. 

What are some of the most frightening 
things you’ve encountered? 

Jason Hawes: We don’t look at it as frighten- 
ing. One of the best locations was the Stanley 
Hotel: On camera, we had a door in my room 
unlock itself and open, a glass shatter itself 
from the inside out, and then a little while 
later the door closed and latched itself And 
we were able to back up the experience with 
footage. We’ve done places like Waverly Hills 
{Sanatorium} out in Kentucky, where 63,000 
people died of tuberculosis. They have a 
death tunnel where all day long they used 
to load bodies. Think about the energy that 
must be trapped in that area. 

“Ghost Hunters” investigated Pennhurst 
earlier this season; why revisit? 


Grant Wilson: We caught several voices talk- 
ing— one of them named the town that we 
were in. Steve {Gonsalves} and {Dave} Tango 
heard a huge bang, like one of the window 
screens slammed shut. So there were lots 
of cool things, lots of reasons to be there. 
Alive show also needs to be a large loca- 
tion. So there were a few requirements, and 
Pennhurst definitely filled them all. 

JH: I wouldn’t want to go to someplace Pve 
never been for the live show If I go some- 
where I’ve never been and find out that there’s 
nothing going on, it becomes an extremely 
boring six hours for the fans and for us. 

How does the panic button work? 

GW: They have various cameras on the 
website, and when people see stuff they can 
hit the panic button, and if enough people 
have seen something, we’ll get the word 
right there and then and go check it out. It’s 
awesome. 

JH: Talk about having a million investigators, 
or however many people, watching all the 
cameras. 

GW: Like remote-control investigators. 

Do you ever feel competition with the other 
shows investigating paranormai activity? 

GW: A lot of the paranormal field, there’s a 
turf war going on. We’ve never played into 
that because the paranormal is out there— 
it’s free, and everybody has access to it. 

You’re only going to have success if you’re 
good at it.

From UlC to soccer stardom— 
Jay DeMerit scores big-screen 
treatment with documentary 

You can understand why Jay Dc- 
Mcrit didn't initially jump at the 
opportunity to make a documen- 
tary about his life. 

Sure, the 31-year-old UIC alum 
knew his story was worthy of the 
big-screen treatment— ids not 
every day someone who went 
undrafted by Major League Soc- 
cer moves to England with just 
Si,Soo in his pocket and ends up 
starting in the prestigious Pre- 
mier League and World Cup— 
but the self-promotion aspect 
of the film pitch made DeMerit 
uncomfortable. 

“I think it’s a little strange to 
get behind a story that’s about 
you,” DeMerit said Thursday by 
phone from Vancouver, British 
Columbia, where he now plays for 
Major League Soccer’s Vancouver 
Whitecaps. ‘And I knew I would 
have to be the vehicle to promote 
the film. I’m not really that kind 
of guy: ‘Go out and look at me.’ 
“But knowing soccer and hav- 
ing played it for many years, I knew how unique the story 
was and decided to get on board.” 

“Rise and Shine: The Jay DeMerit Story” very well 
could have been a scripted film, but DeMerit passed on 
a separate pitch because he felt a documentary would be 
more appropriate in this case. 

Still, DeMerit knows exactly who he would have 
wanted to play him if the movie had been given the 
scripted treatment. 

“I would say me,” DeMerit said. ‘^Hey Eminem got to 
play himself in ‘8 Mile.' ”
